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HONGKONG HAWKERS. 
oe 

The Municipal Commissioners of Singa- 
pore have taken up the question of regulat- 
ing the conditions under which milk-sellers 
and street hawkers should ‘be permitted: to 
roam about that city, ‘and several pertinent. 
proposals on the subject have been made 
by the Public Health Committee of the 
southern port. ‘The ‘question of dealing: 
with these itinerant vendors of: so-called 
food stuffs, cheap concoctions and delect+ 
able compounds calculated to catch the eye, 
of the juveniles, and to gratify the tastes of 
those of larger growth, is one which affects 
all cities in’ the extreme Orient, No one 
knows better than the resident in Hongkong 
how these deleterious vinands are hawked 
around the lanes and sidestreets' from day to 
day, lumpting those who apparently have 
lust all sense of what is palatable, if ever 
they had any. 
| quarlers of the city, at-all hours, ready to 
purvey comestibles, of a sort, that do not 
admit of tou closesa scrutiny. But who can 
say how: these decoctions are jneparedy¢ 
under what conditions they are made ready 
for the market, or witat they are really com: 
! pused of ? ‘Fhe eminently practical pro- 
posals of the Singapore Committee as 
embodied in an open letter, to the Govern. 
mentare as follows; “The Commissioners 
consider that milk-vendors’ should be re- 
gistered and compelled to wear a badge and 
the Municipal Health Officer has beety 
inistructed to draw up’a scheme for carrying 
this into effect. As to hawkers of other 
articles of food, egy icecreams, sweet 
meals, iced-drinks, fruits. cakes, fish, etc., 
whose stocks, prepared and. stored under 
most insanitary conditions, cannot be db- 
solved from contributing to disease in the 
town, and who ‘are largely responsible for 
depositing refuse of an organic nature in the 
streels as well as causing obstructions of the 
same, the Commissioners would be glad to 
know what reasons exist for not putting into 
operation the Hawkers’ Ordinance.” As 
to ‘the milk sellers, there is perhaps 
‘little to be said gn that count in Hongkong: 
Fortunately, there is a company in Hongkong 
practically controlling the supply of milk of 
the best quality, and no bint ‘has ever been 
made that the conditions under which their 
milk is bottled are other than satislactory. Of 
course, there are several small squatter dis- 
tricts which supply 3 4 goodly quantity of milk 
to the poor in the vicinity; but we believe 
that a rigorous inspection is periodically 
madg at unexpected intervals of the condi, 
tions prevailing in these embryo dairy farins, 
and judging from the infrequent appearance 
of milk-selling delinquents at the Police 
Courts we may take it that, generally speak. 
ing, adecent attempt to conform with the 
sanitary regulations of the city is made, 
sufficient at any rate to satisfy the Sanitary 
Inspectors. But the hawkers of ice cream, 
sweetmeats, iced drinks, fruits, cakes and’ so 
forth are in another category, Where do 
they come from? Ifow do they obtain the 
substances which form the foundations of 
their products? And when they fail to sell 
all their old stuff what becomes of the 
remainder?
